of my lottoro* As I tlien, not for the first tine, told liin, he cannot sup^jly vhat 
he pronisotl because it doesn't exist. l*hif. puts hin in a delicate pocition that I 
can appreciate end I on yilllng to be patient a while longer, to give hin tine to 
t h in k this through. Ho mey thus be able to work L^onething out that may find 
acceptable. 

Howe\^er, one of the other uimocessary problems that I raised >/ith you is one 
\i±th vdiich I nust now deal. 

Under the contract, once I raised the q^uestioa, Outorbridge liad 50 days to 
prevent the reverting of the li^ts to me* I did raise the question and the ri^is 
thez'eby did revert to me last Novenbor. I believe it oerves both our interests for 
this to be in vrriting# 

I do not raise this for frivolous reospis. 'fwo European publishers have 
approached me about a special kind of Watergate book, one with a concept that 
aunaounts the breaking-story }jroblGO. What '^uterbiidge got from nc was not a 
manuscript but a limitedp-ocUtion book, already copyri^ted. Eg did not use much 
of the original work. There are contente he did not use and some he did that I 
want to use now. 

For this now reason, I would appreciate it if you would mke a record for 
both our interests to the effect that the literary rights have reverted to me. 

It makes no dlfforence to me what form this takes, 

HeanwliUo, if there is ijaythlng you cun do to expedite an overall settlement, 

I would appreciate that. I believe one is possible and I believe that also 
serves eveiy interest.
